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Ottawa, August 19— Government re- 
venues are flowing in at a most en- 
couraging rate. No new taxes were im- 
posed last session, so that the increase 
is all due to greater activity in bust- 
ness. The income tax, reflecting 1936 
income, is millions ahead of last year, 
The sales tax is bringing in vast sums 
and customs and excise receipis are 
also well above last year’s. The gov- 
ernment for the first tlme in seven or 
eight years is taking in more than it 
is spending-—- a very agreeable exper- 
jience after so much deficict. It 1s too 
soon to make any useful _ prediction, 
but based on the experience of the 
first four months, the budget will bal- 
ance next spring. If it does, it will sur- 
pass even the forecast of the Minist- 
er of Finance, who believed that he 
could keep the deficit down to 35 mil- 
Ifons, but who expressed no hope that 
be could obtain a clear surplus above 
all. It will be a notable achievement, 
for which the credit should not go to 
this Finance Minister or that, but to 
the “forgotten man” of Canada, the 
ordinary taxpayer, 
Big Increase In Debt 

Siuce the deficits began in 1931, Do 
minion Government expenditures have 
totalled about $850,000,000 more than 
government recelpts, and the national 
debt of Canada has increased by ap 
proximately that sum. In 1930 it stood 
at $2,177,763,959. It has now passed 
the $3,000,000,000 mark. It is almost 
ten times what it was when war 
broke out in 1914. Some people wond- 
er if it can ever be paid. Even during 
the years of ‘boom’ which led up to 
1929, the Dominion government only 
succeeded in paying off about $275, 
000,000, and if the Canadian National 
deficit is considered, the reduction 
was smaller than that. In 1923 it was 
at its first post-war peak of  $2,453,- 
776,869. By 1930, as mentioned above, 
it was down to $2,177,763,959. But by 


the end of 1932 all the gains of — the) 
previous decade had been lost, and 
through 1933, 1934, 1935 and 1936 it 
continued to soar, 

No one can tell if it will ever be 


paid off. But it seems reasonable to 
suppose that the burden of it will be 
reduced, The interest rate has been 
pared down consderably, and the per 
capita burden falls also as the popula- 
tion of the country rises. The picture 
is not as gloomy as some commenta 
tors would like to make out, The in- 
terest being paid out this current 
year is lower than it was in 1934, and 
lower, for that matter, than it was in 
1923 and 1924, even if the total debt 
has risen in the meantime. The per 
capita cost of meeting the interest is 
about $12.50 as compared with $1276 
in 1929, $113.92 in 1926 and $15.88 in 
1921. Those, therefore, who give the 
impression that the burden of the na 
tional debt is steadily growing heav 
ler are quite wrong. It is substantial- 
ly lighter than it was just after the 
war, and , in spite of the depression, 
is lighter than it was when the peak 
of the boom years was reached. 
Future Policy 

If Hon. Charles Dunning remains as 
Finance Minister (there are inaccur- 


ate reports that he has been invited 
to assume an important milling = dir- 
ectorship) it is safe to predict that in 
the next two or three years an effort 
will be made to reduce the debt again, 
and to continue the process of _ re- 
funding at lower Interest rates. As 
soon as the budget shows a surplus, 
there will be a clamor for reduced tux- 
ation, To a certain limited extent, 
this demand will probably be released, 
The sales tax Is admittedly excessive. 
It should cocme down from eight per 
cent as rapidly as possible, and the 
Liberals are on record as being favor- 
able ta reduction, The sugar tax of a 
cent a pound is a tax which bears 
most heavily on the householder with 
a large family. As soon as the budget 
balances, some relef in these two 
spheres may confidently be expected. 
But the other taxes will remain 
they are, and the tncome profits and 
gold taxes may even be _ Increased. 
The idea will be to benefit from the 
fat years so that the national exche- 
quer can be put in shape where it 
could stand another recession of busi- 
ness. This was not done as thoroughly 
in 1926-29 as many financial experts 
advised. If a little more had been writ- 
ten off the debt in the good years the 
government fould have felt easier 
about borrowing more freely in the 
depths of the depression, when gov- 
ernment spending seemed necessary 
to take up much of the slack caused 
by the cessation of private spending.
